CHAPMAN SPEAKS ON CULTURAL QUESTIONS 


-CARE OE ORANGE FROM TREE TO 


Qt C. CHAPMAN, owner of one of the 
iinest citrus orchards In the world, aft- 
uated at Placentla, 
near 
Fullerton, 
has written an article on methods of 
cultivation and care of orchards. Mr. 
Chapman is the owner and grower of 
"Old Mission" oranges, 
commanding 
the highest prices on the market at 
all seasons. He says: 


Care must be taken in transferring 
the tree from the nursery. 
The trees 
must be put in line both 
ways and 
not set too deep. 
Good surface 'soil 
v/lth which a little well-rotted ma­ 
nure has been mixed must be care­ 
fully put around the ball and 
gently 
pressed down. 
Fill the basin 
with 
water, which will settle the 
dirt ar<J 
drive out the air; straighten up such 
trees as may be leaning and out of 
line, and they may now be left for 
a few weeks before a second Irriga­ 
tion becomes necessary. 


Remember 
that the initial 
treat­ 
ment of an orchard has much to do 
with its growth and power to resist 
droughth, as well as Its future produc­ 
tiveness. 
Therefore, permit no care­ 
less 
work. 


There is scarcely 
anything 
which 
exerts a more favorable influence In 
quality of an orange than cultivation, 
yet there Is no other part of orch­ 
ard work that Is generally so indif­ 
ferently done. 
Cultivation 
will un­ 
questionably produce a smoother or­ 
ange, with more syrup nnd better fla­ 
vor, and these are points which we 
nhould Btrlve to obtain. 
Vigorous cul 
tlvatlon at the time the fruit Is form 
lng will also lriBiire a larger setting 
than If neglected at this critical time 
Cultivation Is n stimulant, and the 
tree needs a little help at this stage 
of development. Cultivate! often, deep­ 
ly and at the proper time after Irriga­ 
tion. 


f find that some orchardlsts use the 
pruning shears sparingly, If at all, 
claiming that nature; Is her own best 
guide In the shaping and care of the 
tree In this regard. 
She endeavored 
with all her energy to make the most 
of the conditions Into which Ignorance 
or poor management has forced 
her. 
It is distressing to often seo her strug­ 
gling with no Intelligent 
hand put

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a free circulation of air can pass 
through and under the lower limbs.

Hy 
opening the tree to the air and lift­

however, control and regulate this to 
some extent, 
1 am confident that In 
most orchards, however, 
satisfactory 
results can be secured by occasional 
vigorous pruning. Pruning 
must be 
intelligently done, howovor; never cut 
without a reason. 
Knowledge of the 
natural tendencies and weaknesses of 
tho variety In hand Is necessary, as 
well as a clearly defined appreciation 
of the ends desired. 


If properly pruned 
from (he start 
trees may bo shaped 
HO that they will 
need but little propping. 
When heavy 
<iops call for supports which should 
be nlveu before tin* 
linibs are too 
much bent with the weight of their 
load. 
Tho modern devices for prop­ 
ping greatly simplify this work, whlcl 
heretofore

and expensive.

I cannot deny, however, 
that we

Wo have learned 
I lie 
absolute necessity of supplying plant 
food to the soil If we would grow an 
orange crop annually. 


We have also learned that in the 
ordinary soil and with trees over a 
dozen years old a much heavier appli­ 
cation of fertilizer Is demanded 
(ban 
most of us havo been In the habit of 
giving. 
I think that in many 
cases 
crop shortage, which Is often charged 
to unfavorable climatic conditions, is 
due 
rather to a povorty of proper 
Plant food in the soil. 


Many of UB havo learned to use Ir­ 


rigating water more wisely. 
The cus­ 
tom prevails In most sections of irri­ 
gating frequently, simply because the 
"turn comes around." 
This I regard 
as detrimental, both to the permanent 
strength of the said and the produc­ 
tion of the best quality of fruit. Ir­ 
rigation should be thorough, but not 
frequent. 
We are to. understand, how- 
over, that all soils cannot be treated 
alike. 
For Instance, it Is injurious to 
light soil with sandy or loose sub-soil 
to run water on It tot any great length 
t( time. 
This leacheB the life out of. 
the surface soil, washes away the hu­ 
mus and causes weakness which soon

Citrus trees seem to Invite numer­ 
ous and troublesome pests, at least 
In most districts. 
These are not only 
a source of annoyance and expense, 
but If harbored will lower the quality

The black scale Is very 
generally 
scattered over

citrus district, 
although the farther one goes

The red and purple scales are not.

ought to receive prompt, and vigorous 
l.tentlon whenever nnd wherever they 
oi.pear. A grower will pay dearly for 
being Indifferent In his efforts to de­ 
stroy them. 
Fumigation Is the only 
successful means that may be employ­ 
ed to do thlB. 


There are few groweru but know 
how to do better work than Is gnner- 
ally done. 
This Is applicable to the 
handling of the 
fruit, as well as or- 


grown it must be perfectfy '"-uflPPm^ 
and wise and prudent business meth­ 
ods used In marketing It. 


Growers In general havo 
learned 
many 
valuable! lessons ulong

California, In this respect better than 
any other grown In the world, yet 
care In handling all along the line 
must be observed. To begin with, It 
must be properly

nianels careful 
attention. 
Since Mr 
Powell's Investigation of the elamago 
done by pickers, (here lias been mark­ 
ed Improvement. In picking, there be­ 
ing at present but little 
clipper-cut 
fruit 
brought, to the packing house. 
The genius of the Inventor has given 
up a greatly Improved clipper, but In 
tho use of any kind a certain amount 


of 
Intelligence must bo brought Into 
play and the clipper Itself be kept In 
good condition. 


The same observation 
applies to 
ladders. 
Some growers have tho Im 
presslon that any old thing 
upon 
which u person can climb will answer 
A good ladder Is essential. It should 


bo 
light, well balanced with comfort 
able steps nnd should bo long enough 
to reach above the trees so that It 
will not. break through tho top. 


Only pieklng 
bags of proper' size 
and In good condition should over bo 
used and a regularly prepared picking 


box 
should bo used In the Held. Or 
nngos '.-nil not be handled with tin 
necessary care In an ordinary packing 


box. 
In hauling from the orchard to 
die packing house 
suitable 
wagons 
pioviilod with spring* should bo used. 


The whole process of the handling 


of 
tho oranges demands 
Intelligent 
care and tho grower or packer who 
would be successful must always boar 
in mind that n cut, puncture or bruise 


is an irreparable damage to the or­ 
ange.

ever be put Into a box for shipment. 
It is much cheaper to throw It away 
hero than to pay for packing and 
freight to Borne eastern market only

House, the state house, the city hall, or in the cross-roads grocery 
store. 
Men must have strong leaders. 
It' is very doubtful 
whether

community than do two, three or four men. 
Building roads at the

Priestley made bis actual dis­ 
covery of tbe oxygen while experiment 
ing In a brewery near bis borne tn 
England. 
He spent the last ten years 
of his life In tbo United States, a 
voluntary exile. 


Today n monument stands in Eng­ 
land to commemorate Priestley's dis­ 
covery. 
Were be alive, be could read 
of thousands of lives saved by his 
work. Oxygen Is tbe only gas capable 
of supporting respiration, and is re­ 
peatedly used in the sick chamber to 
pull, a' patient through/ a crisis. 
Hel­ 
mets equipped 
with 'oxygen 
attach­ 
ments enable the diver to go to ocean 
depths, the aviator to ascend Into rarl- 
fled air, the fireman to stand in dense 
smoke, and rescuers to descend into 
gus DHecl mines. 
So wide are its uses 
that some 4.000,000 cubic feet or this 
gas are bottled in tbe United States 
every year.—New York Post. 


Clog Almanacs. , 


In early times in England tho people 
used what were cnlled clog almanacs, 
which remained lu use till the begin­ 
ning of the eighteenth century.

J. F. Mullender, a rancher In the 
Puente valley, and one of its 
most 
prominent citizens, was chosen at the 
organization meeting of the new Pu­ 
ente 
Valley Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
Monday night to be its president for 
the coming year. The choice has cre­ 
ated a good deal of satisfaction among 
citizens and business men in the val­ 
ley. With him was chosen S. L. Waits 
as vice-president, L. T. Hammersley, 
secretary, J. Q. Adams, treasurer, and 
fifteen directors, who are as follows: 
Peter Feddersohn, J. A. Rowland, J. 
F. Mullender, S. L. Watts, A. G. Cla- 
baugh, Raymond Hopper, George 
E. 
Cross, Louis Didier, Sr., F. C. Macy, 
J. Q. Adams, W. V. Rowland, J. B. 
Grazide, E. W. Lawrence, E. S, Tripp, 
C. C Pearson, L T. Hammersley, 


Over one hundred men and women 
responded to the call, the meeting be­ 
ing held In the grammar school audi­ 
torium. The meeting was called to or­ 
der by President *A. G. Clabaugh of 
the Puente Improvement Society, who 
said that it was the intention of the 
business men and ranchers of the val­ 
ley to form a chamber of commerce 
out of the original Improvement So­ 
ciety, and to proceed with 
practical 
work for the benefit of the valley as 
a whole. A resume of work done In 
the last five years, prepared by Pres­ 
ident Clabaugh, and read by Secre­ 
tary Howard R. Link, Is as follows: 


Dear friends and members of the 
Puente Improvement Society: 


At this time, when we are to take 
up on a practical basis the problems 
that are confronting 
us, and 
which 
will confront us from time to time 
through the year, it might come ap­ 
propriately from me to review, in a 
general way, some of the progress of 
the community in the last Ave years. 
We sometimes believe that we move 
slowly, but we forget, or are apt to 
forget, 
the 
things 
which 
are 
light 
under our eyes. 


During the life of the Puente Im­ 
provement Association, which organi­ 
zation I have had the honor and pleas­ 
ure of being president, we have ac­ 
complished many things for progress, 
some of which are directly traceable 
to the efforts of the organization, and 
others, of course, due to 
individual 
efforts of men who have believed in 
the future of Puent© from the very 
first. 


When you remember that this im­ 
mediate district has had ten miles of 
macadamized 
road built in the last 
five years, at a cost of approximately 
$10,000 per mile, which is $100,000 in 
expenditure, and that there have been 
eight miles of graded roads built, part­ 
ly with oil, at an expense of $200 per 
mile, making an expenditure of $16,- 
000, and that we now are ready to 
begin work of paving and curbing in 
the immediate business district of Pu­ 
ente. to cost about $15,000, you cannot 
truthfully say that we have not kept 
pace with other communities in Sou­ 
thern 
California, althougn 
there 
Is \ 
much to be done yet In the matter 
of road-building. 
Our splendid boule 
vard running between 
Los 
Angeles 
and Pomona is the life-artery of this 
town. 
A great 
vein has just 
been 
completed within the past year In the 
boulevard which connects us with Co­ 
vina and the foothill towns, and an 
other parallel boulevard on Vincent 
street is to be put in during the com­ 
ing year. 


In 1910, we built a grammar school 
building at a cost of $18,000. We are 
now bonded to build a high school, 
which with all property Included, will 
cost $65,000, and which will be built 
this summer. 
Within 
the past 
five 
years $10,000 has been spent on the 
town water supply. There has been 
an expenditure approximately of $5,- 
000 In the electric lighting system. 
The telephone company has spent $10,- 
000 In this district for leads, lines and 
local exchange. There have been 1450 
lineal 
feet 
of sidewalks built at 
a 
cost of over $1,000. 


We have built a bank at a cost of 
$5,000 and a Masonic hall for $10,000. 
The new Gllly block cost $6,000, and 
the new 
Puente Development 
build­ 
ing, just'completed, cost $17,000. We 
have also built the Ferrero building 
and Bldart garage, the Hammersley & 
Ireland building, the new creamery in 
the Whlttier extension, and the Pu­ 
ente packing plant, and the building 
of the Puente Walnut Growers' Asso­ 
ciation. 
Residences large and small 
in this community and the stocks of 
merchandise in the stores will bring 
the total up to $1,1:50,000 that Is prac­ 
tically all new development In the last 
the years. 


And this i.s but a beginning. 
1 be­ 
lieve that 
nothing can 'prevent 
this 
community from becoming one of the 
Important, progressive places of Sou­ 
thern California. We are situated on 
the main lines of the Southern Pacific, 


arrd the Salt Lake railroads. We are 
on the businest boulevard in the coun­ 
ty. Our building sites are better than 
are those of any community in the 
valley, and our geographical 
position 
in the county gives us every reason 
to believe that we are favored in the 
matter of growth. 


It is my belief that a 
thoroughly 
practical body of men and women, or 
ganlzed into a chamber of commerce 
or board of trade, can do much by 
watching carefully every opportunity 
to 
direct 
progress 
toward 
Puente. 
Ideas for progress are the cheapest 
things in the wotld, but ideas 
plus 
action are valuable the world 
over. 
What we want is a body of people 
that 
will see that things are 
done 
when we know that they ought to be 
done. We must have committees that 
are responsible for keeping in touch 
with the board of supervisors. 
We 
want our supervisor to be thoroughly 
acquainted* with us and our needs. 
We realize that the only way to get 
acquainted is to camp on, his trail, 
and work with him. Mr. Hamilton can 
help us if we are insistent on helping 
ourselves. My advice is that we look 
upon every action of the new'chamber 
of commerce as a business transact 
Ion, and put as much practical thought 
and action into it as we would into 
our private business, for the business 
of the community 
is in reality 
the 
business of every individual who lives 
in it. 


A nominating committee was then 
chosen and later 
in. 
the 
evening 
brought in the list of directors, which 
was 
endorsed 
unanimously 
by 
the 
gathering. 
COUNTY 
MATTERS 
DISCUSSED 
Supervisor John J. Hamilton, who 
succeeded C. D. Manning In the 
first 
drstrict, was present 
by 
invitation, 
and was given hearty appleause when 
h^ rose to speak. 
Mr. Hamilton con­ 
fined himself largely to the question 
of the reorganization of work on the 
board of supervisors, which is now- 
taking place. He spoke particularly of 
the- fact that all road work has been 
placed In the hands of Highway Com­ 
missioner F. H. Joyner, and that the 
supervisors are not directly handling 
the problems that confront the peo­ 
ple in connection with the road prob­ 
lems of the various districts. He ask­ 
ed, however, that requests for 
road 
work be sent both to the highway com­ 
missioner and to the supervisor, 
as 
he wishes to keep in touch with all 
Improvement. 


Mr. Hamilton said that he had pledg­ 
ed himself to a very ambitious work 
in flood control. 
It was his opinion 
that the county, the state and 
the 
federal 
government 
together 
would 
shortly spend as much as ten millions 
on the 
flood 
protection 
problem 
in 
Southern California. 
The county, he 
said, would probably be made Into a 
flood district as a whole, and 
that 
bonds would be voted. 


The supervisor explained that every 
Monday afternoon is hearing day for 
the board of supervisors, and that all 
questions 
concerning 
Puente 
should 
bo brought up on that day. He urged 
that large delegations be formed 
to 
wait on the supervisors, as there is 
always strength in numbers. One day 
in each week lie devotes to visiting 
various portions of the county, and 
he assured the Puente people that he 
would always be glad and anxious to 
make trips to the Puente valley when 
questions of Importance 
were 
con­ 
fronting 
the community. 
He 
closed 
with a splendid tribute to the mem­ 
bers 
of the 
new chamber 
of 
com­ 
merce, stating that It augured 
very 
well for the future of the valley that 
one hundred strong citizens had band­ 
ed themselves together for the pur­ 
poses of promotion. 


.1. L. Matthews spoke on the work 
that has been done during the past 
six months In building bridges, mak­ 
ing the statement that 57 bridges have 
been built in the first district since 
the storm of last winter. There were 
several others who spoke informally. 


One of the first matters that 
the 
new chamber will take up will be that 
of entertaining the Associated Cham­ 
bers of Commerse of the San Gabriel 
valley in April. This will be In the 
nature of a 
"Dutch lunch," 
which 
means that the banquet will be served 
at the usual price of seventy-five cents 
per plate, as has been done at these 
meetings in Azusa, Covlna, 
Baldwin 
Park, Claremont, El Monte and Glen­ 
dora.
